appeal" — once a year campaign 
approach to raise the necessary 
finds for some 15 worthy organi- 
sations in the health and welfare 
field who are now actively solicit- 
nig in Antioch? 

Would you be willing to make one 
lump sum cash or pledge gift to one 
appeal that would be 15 times great- 
er than that of each individual con- 
tribution you are now making to 19 
different organizations all through 
out the year — if, you had the as- 
surance that you would not be call- 
ed upon by any one of these agencies 
again for at least 12 months? 

Or, do you favor the individual 
campaigns which might bring in 
■sore money some years depending 
on public zeal and campaign stre- 
ngth and which does a better job of 
informing the public of the prob- 
lems and needs of an individual 
agency? 

These are the pros and cons now 
being weighed by a group of inter- 
ested people in Antioch. The national 
trend favors the combined appeal. 
It is streamlined and convenient. It 
usually covers the needs of the par- 
ticipating agencies, does not prevent 
people from designating their funds 
to their "pet" charities and elimin- 
ates the irritation of the continuous 
appeal for the cause and that cause 
time after time. 

In a recent survey, it was deter- 
mined that there are approximately 
26 organizations soliciting contribu- 
tions of all types, at least once a year 
In Antioch, Of these, 16 are located 
outside the area and monies collect- 
ed go away to be parceled back when 
tie need arises. These agencies rais- 
ed an estimated 18,000 last year in 
16 separate drives ranging from 
door to door to containers in retail 
outlets to tag days to direct mail 
appeals. The Heart Fund, Red Cross, 
Cancer Crusade, March of Dimes, 
Cerebral Palsy and others are ex- 
amples which could be included in 
a combined appeal if the public 
wants it

School Program Reaps Dividends 

What Are We Doing for 
Our Exceptional Youth? 

Ever wonder about the child who repeats a grade more than 
once, who just can't seem to "get 'if' and about whom the other 
youngsters sometimes folk and v tKgtft ^twirl their forefinger around 
temple in the age-old "he's balmy" sign ... the child who is stiil 
speaking a sort of baby talk in advanced grades of elementary 
school . . . the one who wears braces, elevated shoes, or has a round- 
ed back or other physical handicap which prevents him from joining 
in those games which are so much a part of growing up . . . the 
little girl who olways gets the best grades and is so "goody goody" 
that her classmates don't quite trust her and who is always run- 
ning to the teacher to tattle ... or the "bully" who pushes the other 
boys around and who scoffs at rules as made for others, not for 
him . . . the chronic truant . . . the child who always complains of 
feeling sick . . . the nervous youngster whose day dreams art more 
important than joining with the others in games. 

What is being done for these youngsters who are physically 
handicapped, mentally retarded, or who have emotional problems 
that set them apart from the other children? 

Do they try school, only to drop far behind and then quit all 
together? Do some become local "characters" . . . others malad- 
justed adults . . . are they consigned to vegetate at home unable to 
join in a normal life and to be active members of society? 

What about these children who are "different"? 

To find out what is being done to educate exceptional chil- 
dren in local schools, The Antioch News, with the cooperation of 
the Special Education District of Lake County visited special educa- 
tion dosses, observed instruction and watched the exceptional 
child at work and play.

The formation last September of 
the Special Education District of 
Lake County marks the first County- 
wide approach to education of ex- 
ceptional children within the frame- 
work of standard schools. 

Formation of - the district is the 
outgrowth of efforts by parents and 
educators to bring within reach of 
handicapped children an education 
plan to meet their peculiar needs. 



Work on $600,000 hi water and sewer construction projects, approved 
in referendum Saturday, will proceed as soon as stale approval of village 
plana Is received. . , 

This was the word today from village officials who reported that plana 
and specifications have been in Springfield I Or. more than. six weeks. 

In a light vote, village residents approved tyie issue by an approxi- 
mate 5-1 ratio. The Antioch vote was 200 in favor 'of the proposal, 65 op- 
posed, and six spoiled ballots. The 
361 ballots were cast out of a po- 
tential 1,100. * . 
• Also awaited was approval of An- 
t loch's request for $65,000 in federal 
aid to construct an addition to the 
sewage treatment plant. 
. Although Saturday's referendum 
approved the $365,000 general obli- 
gation bonds, approval of the $65,000 
in federal aid would reduce this fig- 
ure to $260,000. However by law the 
higher figure must be voted. 

With federal aid, the program 
would cost taxpayers some 20 cents 
per $100 assessed' valuation; with- 
out federal aid approximately 25 
cents per $100. 

Under the proposal, $325,000 gen- 
eral obligation bonds would be used 
to finance construction of: enlarge- 
ment of the sewage treatment plant; 
trunk relief sewer to treatment 
plant; lift station for Depot and 
Anita Sts,; replacement of sewer on 
Spafford, Victoria and Main Sts.; 
engineering and contingencies. 

Revenue bonds in the amount of 
$275,000 would finance: sanitary 
sewers in Oakwood Knolls; 10" 
water main along Anita St. to North 
Ave,; 10" water main in Depot St.; 
engineering and contingencies. 

Contract for the sale of the bonds, 
both genera! ogllgation and revenue, 
was awarded last month to the firms 
of Benjamin & Lang and the M. B. 
Vick Co., low joint bidders. The con- 
tract rate is 3.05 percent on general 
obligation bonds and 4.47 percent on 
revenue bonds. 

Saturday's vote marked the sec- 
ond referendum to be approved 
recently by local voters. On Feb. 11, 
voters of District 117 passed $905,- 
000 to finance construction and oth- 
er work on the Antioch Township 
High School. 



Antioch residents who wish to 
vote for Circuit Court judge, justice 
of the peace or. constable in the 
April 4 election have only until Mon- 
day to make sure that they are prop- 
erly registered. 

Township elections will be held 
the same day as the other elections, 
but registration is not necessary to 
vote in them, according to the of- 
fice of County Clerk Garfield R. 
Leaf. 

Antioch residents can register at 
Lloyd E. Murrie's Standard Station, 
059 Main, or at the County Court- 
house in Waukegan. 

In order to vote for the judge- 
ships and constable, a person must 
be a citizen, 21 years old by elec- 
tion day, and must have lived in Illi- 
nois for one year, Lake County for 
90 days and in the precinct for 30 
days. 

Persons who have moved to an- 
other precinct or who had their 
names changed by marriage or court 
order must re-register. 



School Bond 
Bid Opening 
Set March 15 

Bids for $995,000 in bonds to fi- 
nance construction at Antioch Town- 
ship High School, will be opened at 
the Board's next meeting, March 15, 
it was announced today. 

Requests for bids were sent out by 
the Board following the February 
meeting. 

According to school officials, a 
favorable rate can be expected, with 
a resulting savings to District 117 
taxpayers. 

When financing has been decided, 
plans for the two-story addition are 
expected to shift into high gear. As 
approved by district voters Feb. 11 
by a 012-513 vote, the proposal will 
include: construction of a new 
school unit to accommodate 400 ad- 
ditional students, located in front 
of the present school plant; enlarge- 
ment of present athletic facilities 
and laboratory areas; and necessary 
renovation to existing facilities. 




Its basic aim — to develop within 
each child the behaviors and skills 
necessary to the performance of the 
necessary life functions of good 
citizenship; the ability to communi- 
cate with others, the ability to estab- 
lish a home and family, the proper 
use of leisure time, the ability to 
manage materials and money, oc- 
cupational adequacy, optimum 
physical and mental health, the 
making of adequate social adjust- 
ments, and the knowledge to travel 
safely and intelligently from one 
place to another. 

Normal school life will do the 
above for the average child. 

But what of the exceptional child? 
Depending upon the handicap, opti- 
mum goal may, of necessity, be 
limited to that of training a child to 
walk across the street safely, to con- 
\erse intelligibly, to open a can of 
food, to sweep a floor. To accom- 
plish even this may take months and 
even years under skilled instructors. 

Yet, no matter the handicap, Lake 
County's special education district, 
has, or expects to have, the capacity 
to instruct such children.

A recent report from one newly-designated depressed jarea 
on the West Coast has been cited as evidence that the theory of 
crying "tough times" is operating to our economic disadvantage. 
The area, according to the reporting magazine, is that of Long 
Beech and Los Angeles, a region highly dependent upon defense 
contracts, construction and transient labor. 

Since the new administration began Its well-publicized . re- 
forms, buying has plummeted there. Yet, the report stresses that 
money Is there.- But it's being "hoarded" through fear. 

Most certainly there Is an undeniable decline in jobs in some 
oreas, particularly where major car manufacturers have laid off 
thousands. Steel is likewise down. 

Yet, banks and savings institutions report assets and savings 
ot an all-time peak.

This 
Act requires each lobbyist to re- 
veal the organization which he rep- 
resents, to furnish a recent photo- 
graph and to pay a $5 registration 
fee to the Secretary of State.

To the uninformed, the word "lob- 
byist" denotes an evil and corrupt 
"fixer" who buys the votes of mem- 
bers of legislature. Informed per- 
sons, including the Senators and 
Representatives themselves, know 
that lobbyists are hqnorable indi- 
viduals employed by organizations 
and groups to advise relative to 
legislative proposals, Ac to work with 
legislative bodies. Frequently, these 
lobbyists carry titles, such as "legis- 
lative advisor" or "legislative coun- 
selor". In each instance, they are 
paid for watching, advising and in- 
fluencing legislative measures pend- 
ing before the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 

Lobbyists are usually men — and 
women — of the highest character, 
who possess a profound knowledge 
of our state government and state 
laws. The most powerful lobbyists 
represent taxpayer organizations, 
business associations and labor un- 
ions. Other lobbyists appear for the 
teachers, firemen, policemen, banks, 
railroads, insurance companies, 
municipalities, and many other 
groups. Today, there arc; more than 
200 lobbyists, registered under the 
act, which means there /are about as 



many lobbyists as there are legisla- 
tors. 

Lobbyists have one primary aim — 
to influence legislation. They oppose 
bills which might affect adversely 
the interests they represent. Con- 
versely, they support bills benefi- 
cial to their clients. An intelligent 
legislator will listen attentively to a 
lobbyist's advice, knowing that the 
lobbyist will present accurate facts 
and an enlightening point of view. 

The lobby law affects every or- 
ganization which "employs any per- 
son to promote or appose the pass- 
age of legislation". The law was 
never intended to affect persons 
who volunteer as witnesses before 
legislative committees, or other per- 
sons who interest themselves in 
legislation having no connection with 
their employment. 

The act to regulate lobbyists has 
been helpful to members of the 
legislature in that lobbyists are 
clearly identified as to the organi- 
zations and interests represented 
Legislators may Know exactly with 
whom they are speaking and the 
particular interests which the lob- 
byists are being paid to promote. 

Without these professional lob 
byists, our legislators would lack 
much of the helpful information, 
which now reaches them through 
these individuals. Lobbying serves 
a useful and desirable purpose in 
the legislative process and Is defi- 
nitely an institution which is here 
to stay.

Allendale Director 
Bares Plans For Boost 
In Service Te Beys 

LAKE VILLA — Clare Appleby, 

director of Allendale School , for 
Boys, presented plans for long range 
improvements In program, staff and 
physical plant facilities for the 
school in a major address to the an- 
nual meeting of the Allendale Asso- 
ciation in Chicago recently. 

Appleby, has been In charge of 
Allendale since 1081 and has brought 
the institution to major prominence 
as one of the leading child care agen- 
cies in the greater Chicago metro- 
politan area.

All also set for the IRS position as 
to the deductibility of expenses in- 
curred by Individuals in taking ad- 
vantage of services offered by hotels 
and health spas which feature 
"health-restoring" facilities.

"tired businessman" may deduct ex- 
penses incurred during a visit to a 
health spa, provided his doctor pre- 
scribes the visit.

Prospectuses and programs of 
some of these proposed 'seminars' 
raise substantial questions as to 
whether the activities described are 
directly related to the taxpayer's 
trade or profession. 

'To be tax deductible, expendi- 
tures must be ordinary and neces- 
sary to the taxpayer's business. A 
number of Internal Revenue rulings 
and court decisions have served to 
define rather closely the acceptable 
standards for such deductions", All 
stated. 

"In examining a return, the In- 
ternal Revenue Agent will, of course, 
consider the particular circumstan- 
ces of a claimed deductible expense", 
he said.

ment issued before March 1, 1041 is 
either wholly or partially exempt 
from tax. All other interest is tax- 
able. -: .■:*.".;: 

"Interest which is taxable in- 
cludes interest on savings or other 
bank deposits, interest on bonds, 
debentures, notes, loans, mortgages, 
interest on refunds of Federal taxes, 
interest oh U. S Savings Bonds, and 
interest oh Ol insurance dividends 
left On deposit with Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

"Also included: as interest Income 
are certain so-called dividends you 
receive on deposits or on withdraw- 
able • or share accounts of domestic 
building and loan associations, do- 
mestic savings i and loan associations, 
credit unions, mutual savings banks 
and cooperative banks. 

^Interest on -savings and deposit: 
accounts is considered received by 
you when it is credited to your ac- 
count and subject to your withdraw- 
al even though it is not entered in 
your passbook.'* 

All also set for the IRS position as 
to the deductibility of expenses in- 
curred by individuals in taking ad- 
vantage of services offered by hotels 
and health spas which feature 
"health-restoring" facilities. 

He said his attention has been di- 
rected to articles appearing in news- 
papers recently to the effect that a 
"tired businessman" may deduct ex- 
penses incurred during a visit to a 
health spa, provided his doctor pre- 
scribes the visit. 

All explained that when travel is 
undertaken merely for the general 
improvement of a taxpayer's health, 
whether or not on a doctor's pre- 
scription, neither the cost" of trans- 
portation nor the cost of meals and 
lodging is deductible for Federal in- 
come tax purposes. 

Other stories refer to certain ad- 
vertising for tours described as pro- 
fessional seminars held at luxury 
resort areas and at places outside the 
United States. 

Prospectuses and programs of 
some of these proposed 'seminars' 
raise substantial questions as to 
whether the activities described are 
directly related to the taxpayer's 
trade or profession. 

'To be tax deductible, expendi- 
tures must be ordinary and neces- 
sary to the taxpayer's business. A 
number of Internal Revenue rulings 
and" court decisions have served to 
define rather closely the acceptable 
standards for such deductions", All 
stated. 

"In examining a return, the In- 
ternal Revenue Agent will, of course, 
consider the particular circumstan- 
ces of a claimed deductible expense", 
he said.

; The Special Education Program is 
financed by participating school 
districts on the basis of il for each 
student in the district. Student pop- 
ulation in the Special Education 
District now totals 20,760 studentsJ 
or a base sum of $20,760 for the pro- 
gram. In addition, each district pays 
pro-rated share of cost of each stu- 
dent in the program. For Instance, 
if it costs 1280 per year to educate, 
one hard-of-hearing student, each 
district is assessed $280 iper year for] 
each student from the district en- 
rolled in hard-of-hearlng classes, 

Average ycost per handicapped' 
student in the Special Education 1 
program is $270 per year. This com- 
pares with the $240 cost per year* 
for the normal student. ., 

Organization of the Special Edu- 
cation District of Lake County was 
the result of initial spadework in 
the La. Grange (III.) area, resulting 
in 'legislation, which allowed for 
joint agreements in one or between 
several school districts to provide 
special education programs for 
handicapped children. 

This system is considered ideal 
from the . standpoints of economy, 
centralized Instruction and maxi- 
mum* use of instructors, many of 
whom travel from classroom to 
classroom. 

Other systems may involve (1) an 
Isolated Class In which a school 
district can establish a class for any 
one' phase of exceptional children, 
such as the speech correction pro- 
gram in Antioch schools under John 
Jessup prior to formation of the 
Special 'Education District or a

(2) A system of special education 
may be formed in cities with a pop- 
ulation base large enough to justify 
a special department of five special 
classrooms served by eight instruc-

-Exceptional children to be enroll- 
ed in special education classes are 
admitted throuih referrals by school 
principals and by school personnel 
who feel the student can benefit by 
special class placement. The refer- 
raliform is reviewed by the princi- 
pal before submission to the Special 
Education District. 

A conference is then held between 
the child, his parents, all professional 
school personnel who work with the 
child being studied, the district's 
psychologist and the director; Eligi- 
ble pupils for either special class 
placement or special service are 
then placed, following a psycholo- 
gical report and a conference be- 
tween director, and parents. The 

psychological report is confiden- 
tial.:;^ : -:-iu,;. 

Directed by L. D. Vuillemot with 
headquarters at Highland School, 
Liberty ville, the Special -Education 
.District is a well-knit organization 
of educators and school board mem- 
bers. 

The district organization consists 
of a board* of directors composed of 
one administration officer from each 
participating district. These mem- 
bers in turn elect ' an executive 
board of seven members. The execu- 
tive board in turn is the policy- 
making group with the responsibili- 
ties of selecting a director' and ad- 
ministrative district, determinln- 
ing expenditures and evaluating the 
effectiveness of the program. 

But, as often is the case, it is the 
director and staff who, within the 
bounds of policy and facility, handle 
the tasks at hand.
